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GENERAL  HEALTHS  SERVICES. 


( a ) Laboratory  facilities . 

The  County  and  City  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Cardiff 
continued  to  serve  the  area  during  the  year.  The  examination 
of  diphtheria  swabs,  virulfne*  tdsts,  and  examination  of  milk  and 
water  samples  comprised  most  of  the  work  submitted.  The  cost  of 
this  service  was  £72, 

(b)  Ambulance  facilities. 

The  position  remains  substantially  the  same  as  in 
previous  years.  The  Miners  Federation  provide  an  ambulance  for 
the  Workmens  Medical  Scheme  at  Abertridwr,  and  have  an  arrangement 
with  the  Order  of  St.John  at  Llanbradach.  Private  ambulances 
are  available  for  hire  and  this  is  the  Council’s  procedure  in  the 
event  of  street  accidents  for  all  cases  (excluding  Infectious 
Disease),  requiring  removal  to  hospital.  The  County  Council 
ambulances  exclusively  for  Air  Raid  Precaution  duties  are  under 
Council  Control, 

I consider  the  position  still  unsatisfactory,  on  grounds 
of  the  standard  of  hired  vehicles  and  a question  of  general 
control,  but  it  seems  that  the  provision  of  a Council  ambulance 
for  general  purposes,  must  be  postponed  until  the  War  is  over, 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home, 

This  remains,  as  in  previous  years, i,e.  Nursing 
Associates  employing  a nurse  for  their  members,  in  return  for 
small  weekly  contributions. 

(d)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

These  remained  exactly  the  same  as  in  previous  years. 

( e ) Hospitals-  Public  and  Voluntary. 

The  position  is  the  same  as  in  previous  years.  The 
proposed  changes  at  the  Caerphilly  District  Miners  Hospital  did 
not  materialize.  The  establishment  of  a Fixed  First  Aid  Post 
in  the  out-patient  department  of  this  Hospital  has  not  been 
conducive  to  improving  services. 


The  need  for  a Casualty  Department  in  the  area  remains 
as  grave  as  ever. 
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MATERNITY  & CHILD  WELFARE, 

( i)  Maternity  Services . 

These  remained  as  for  the  past  two  years, 
with  the  attendances  at  Ante- Natal  Clinics  still  showing  a 
slight  increase.

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During  the  year  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  were  made 
notifiable,  but  thEre  is  no  evidence  that  there  were  any  marked 
increases  in  the  incidence  of  this  disease.  However,  a different 
picture  was  presentdd  in  the  incidence  of  Cebro-Spinal  Fever. 

This  is  a disease  of  overcrowding  and  bad  ventilation.  With  the 
wise  provisions  of  the  1936  Housing  Act  temporarily,  more  honoured 
in  the  breach  than  in  the  observance,  we  must  be  prepared  for  an 
increased  incidence  and  severity  of  this  disease.  Fortunately 
we  are  able  to  nurse  these  cases  and  teat  them  with  all  modern 
means  at  our  Isolation  Hospital,  and  results  to  date  are  extremely 
good. 


The  type  of  Scarlet  Fever  during  the  year  was  extremely 
mild,  the  number  of  cases  somewhat  below  average.  It  Is  a matter 
of  opinion  as  to  whether  the  expenditure  of  public  money  in  the 
nursing  of  these  cases,  except  those  of  the  more  severe  type,  is 
justified  either  in  the  prevention  of  the  disease,  or  in  the 
hospitalization  of  such  a mild  complaint.  The  use  of  Anti-Scarlet 
Serum  has  again  proved  itself  of  great  value  in  reducing  the  period 
of  stay,  and  limiting  complications  in  very  many  cases. 

It  is  a matter  of  great  pleasure  to  report  that  the 
number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  during  the  year  1939  was  the  lowest 
for  any  year  during  which  figures  are  available.  This  is  in  large 
measure  due  to  the  full  force  of  immunization  which  is  being 
carried  out  during  the  past  few  years.  I may  add  that  this  low 
incidence  of  diphtheria  is  not  a common  one  during  the  year  under 
review.  In  fact  there  were  most  serious  epidemics  amongst  the 
population  of  neighbouring  authorities,  and  most  of  our  accommodat- 
ion at  Energlyn  was  occupied  in  the  nursing  of  these  cases  from 
contigous  areas.  Active  Immunization  proceeded  steadily  in  all 
wards,  the  total  number  being  immunized  during  the  year  amounting 
to  several  hundred. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  relating  to 
persons  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  employed  in  the 
milk  trade  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis) 
Regulations  1925,  nor  under  Section  62  of  the  Public  Health  Act 
1925,  nor  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936,  relating  to 
the  compulsory  removal  to  Hospital  of  patients  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis, 


An  investigation  Into  the  state  of  the  Tuberculosis 
Register  was  carried  out  by  the  department  and  a most  unsatisfactory 
state  of  affairs  was  revealed.  I regret  to  say  that  as  constituted 
the  present  register  is  no  indication  of  the  incidence  of  Tuberculosis 
in  your  area.  However,  a method  of  exchange  of  infatuation  between 
the  Tuberculosis  Clinic  and  this  Health  Department  will,  it  is  hoped, 
produce  a register  which  is  accurate  and  complete.
